BALK ON REMOVING OF SCREENS 


: 


Ald. Willis O. Nance’s ordinance prohibit- 
ing “family entrance” and “ ladies’ en- 
trance signs on saloon side doors was re- 
ported out of the council committee on judi- 
clary yesterday by unanimous vote. 

The aldermen who yoted to recommend for 
passage this measure, the need for which has 
been shown in a series of news articles in 
Tun TRIBUNB, were: 


John J. Coughlin, John Kjellander, 


Otte Kerner, Henry D.Capitain, 
J. Edward Clancy, Irwin R. Hasen, 
John Powers, Winteld J. Held. 


John H. Bauler, 


Unanimous action by these aldermen on a 
question of this sort was not expected. Ad- 
vocates of the ordinance were on the de- 
fensive. They began a fight to have the or- 
dinance sent to a subcommittee; but, beo e 
their arguments were even fairly launched, 
some of the men from whom opposition had 
been expected forcibly protested against any 
delay. All signs of fight disappeared. 

Says ‘““Wets” Favor Right. 

Ald. Nance did not attend the meeting. He 
had thought his measure would be sent te 
the subcommittee, to which was referred 
Ald, Jacob A, Freund's ordinance covering 


the same subject, but including also the ques- |

saloon rear ro. 

The action of the committee, Dr. Nance 
said, when told of what had happened, “bears 
out our argument that the reputable sa- 
loonkeepers are willing to do away with 
the misleading signs. There are some good, 
strong wets on that committee, and their 
support of this ordinance indicates beyond 
a doubt the willingness of the saloonkeepers 
as a whole to conduct their business with- 
out, any false pretenses.“ 

When the draft of the ordinance prepared 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Horn- 
stein was presented, Ald. Capitain moved 
that it go to the Freund ordinance subcom- 
mittee. Ald. Coughlin opposed him, con- 
tending the question of side door signs was 
entirely separate from the question of back 
room booths and curtains. 


Willing to Remove Signs. 

“There is no reason why this ordinance 
should be delayed,” Coughlin said. “The 
saloonkeepers do not oppose it. They are 
willing to take down these signs. Why 
should we tangle this question up with the 
question of regulations regarding the in- 
terior of the saloons?” 

Ald, Capitain and Ald. Kjellander insisted 
that the two ordinances were of the same 
nature, but Ald. Powers joined in the argu- 
ment against that. 

„This is an ordinance that everybody ad- 
mits should be passed,“ Ald. Powers said. 
“As the other ordinance is now drawn it will 
require a greatydeal of consideration. I am 
informed that it would prevent the serving of 
liquor in a banquet hall. Why should we de- 
lay this ordinance until those questions are 
solved?“ 

Add. Capitain’e motion to refer to the sub- 
committee was defeated, 5 to 4, those voting 
with him being Kjellander, Clancy, and Ker- 
ner. Those voting in the negative were 
Coughlin, Powers, Bauler, Hazen, and Held. 
Ald. Hazen's motion to recommend the ordi- 
nance was passed unanimously. 


What Ordinance Prohibits. 

The ordinance prohibits the use\of signs 
bearing the words Family Entrance,“ La- 
dies’ Entrance,” Private Entrance,” or 
“any other inscription designed to indievate 
that such entrance is intended for the ad- 
mission of women.“ It amends section 1522 


of the municipal code, for violating which the } 


penalty is a fine of from 610 to $100, with an 
additional provision that the violator’s li- 
dense shall be revoked and he shall not be 
given another license for two years from the 
date of his conviction. 

The Freund ordinance subcommittee, of 
which Ald. Capitain is chairman, is scheduled 
to meet this morning. Representatives of a 
large number of organizations which have 
advocated both the elimination of the side 
entrance signs and the removal of screens 
and similar obstructions from back rooms 
are expected to be present. None was on 
hand during the day, as final action on the 
Nance ordinance had not been expected.

City Council Orders Inquiry to 
Fix Responsibility for 
Blaze.

St. Louis, Mo., March 10.—Ten bodies had 
been recovered late this afternoon from the 
ruins of the building occupied by the Missouri 


Athletic club, which was destroyed by fire 


early Monday morning. Of these three were 
recovered after the firemen entered the ruins 
today. The other seven were recovered yes- 
terday. 

Officials of the club, after entering the 
ruins and recovering office records, tonight 
increased their estimates of the dead to 
forty-five persons. They could add no new 
names to the list of missing. 


May Not Recover All Bodies. 

Several days probably will elapse before 
the ruins, which fill the basement up to the 
first floor, are explored, and it is ‘feared that 
many of the bodies never will be recovered. 

The vaults of the Boatmen’s bank, which 
occupied part of the building, were uncov- 
ered today and found intact. Nearly $1,300,- 
000 in coin and currency was removed under 
heavy police guard to the vaults of the St. 


Louis Union Trust company, where the 


money will be kept until a place can be pro- 
vided in the temporary quarters of the Boat- 
men’s bank. 


Council Orders an Inquiry. 
The city council tonight ordered a full in- 
vestigation of the fire with a view of fixing 
the responsibility. The inquiry will be con- 
ducted by a joint committee from both houses 
with power to subpcena witnesses and take 
sworn testimony. The investigation may 
be extended to all hotels, clubs, and theaters 
in the city to safeguard them against simi- 


lar calamity.

Single Pursuer Who Attempted 
Capture by Ruse Shot in 
Throat.

Aurora. III., March 10.—I Special. I— Three 
boys who had escaped f the state reform- 
atory at St. Charles were captured this after- 
poon in a small gr near Big Rock, twelve 
miles west of this place, after they had stood 
off for near five hours a posse of 100 farmers.

Pistol Awes Farmers. 

The farmers were armed with cowbells, 
acythes, axes, shotguns, and pitchforks, but 
the menace of the pistol and the distaste for 
manhunting children prevented them from 
approaching within rifle shot of the grove 
where the boys lay in hiding. When the boys 
finally surrendered they did so voluntarily.

MANY ARE NOMINATED. 


Two Mayoralty Candidates Are 
Defeated; Own Sex Turns 
Against One. 


* 


Women in hundreds of villages and small 
cities throughout the state yesterday par- 
ticipated for the first time in the selection of 
nominees for municipal offices in local prim- 
aries. 

The women did not turn out in great num- 
ters. In many places, however, they had 
peen urged by the suffrage organizations to 
stay away from the primaries and to decide 
their partisanship later. In many places, 
also, the women are marking time for the 
option elections next month. In some places 
where the saloon question was up, however, 
the women were active. 


Many Women Nominated. 

Many women were nominated for minor 
positions. In two cities women were candi- 
dates for mayor. In Canton Dr. Maude 
Rogers ran third on the Citizens’ ticket. The 
women’s vote there was 1,257; the men’s was 
1,519. In Carroll the women voters united 
against Mrs. Mary Kennedy, defeating her. 
She received 40 votes out of more than 300 


cast. 

Mrs. Frank Crane was nominated for alder- 
man in the Second ward at Aurora. She re- 
ceived only one vote, however. In Yates 
City the Republican men nominated a woman 
for village board president, three women for 
trustees, and women for treasurer and clerk. 
No women voted in the primary. 

Light returns were reported from all the 

ncts in Princeton, the home of Senator 
H. S. Magill, father of the suffrage bill. Less 
than a hundred women voted in the city. 
In the county the number did not exceed 800. 

One hundred and fifty women voted at 
Auburn, where a total of 500 ballots were 
cast. The ballots of over aixty Auburn 
women were thrown out because they were 
improperly marked. 


Women Effective in Wheaton. 

Women voters of Wheaton scored the de- 
feat of two candidates for aldermen strongly 
gupported by men in the primaries. Nearly 
half as many women voted as men. The 
totals were: Men, 1,006; women, 416. 

Ed F. Binder with the aid of the women 
won in the First ward over Charles Voight 
by twelve votes. In the Fourth ward George 
W. Bond defeated M. A. Tyson by thirty-two 
yotes, his women supporters carrying the 
day for him. All candidates ran on the Union 
Ueket.

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County President McCormick 
Sees Peril in Venal Board.“ 


CITES COST OF HOSPITAL. 


Urges Voters to Wait Until Commis- 
sioners Are Better. 


President A. A. McCormick of the county 
board advised every voter yesterday to vote 
against the $4,000,000 bond issue in the an- 
nual budget. He suggested the issuance of 
bonds wait until the county gets a board of 
commissioners worthy of public confidence. 

With the $3,000,000 bond issue authorized 
three years ago, a fireproof hospital, com- 
pletely furnished, could have been construct- 
ed long before this,” said the president. 
When the present board came into office 
they found contracts wiping out all the bond 
issue. 


Most Costly in World. 

“These provided for a hospital with only 
517 beds, or a hospital costing $5,800 a bed 
the most costly hospital in the world. Coun- 
ty hitect Schmidt was able to increase 
the bed capacity to 636, reducing the cost to 
$4,400 a bed. The new psychopathic or de- 
tention hospital will cost only 2. 100 per 
bed, despite the fact that this character of 
institution is much more costly in construc- 
tion and equipment. 

The minority—Commissioners Anderson. 
Gard, Mitchell, Moriarty, Coonley and Board 
—felt the hospital must be completed and 
therefore decided to ask the voters for $3,000,- 
000 to complete it. In addition, it was pro- 
posed to add $750,000 for the erection of two 


branch hospitals on the south side. 


When the majority members were asked 
to approve of the two bond issues they re- 
fused. They insisted there should be one 
issue including both amounts. Members of 
the old Bartzen board objected to having 
their waste exposed clearly, as they felt it 
would be, if the voters were told that 33.000, - 
000 was to complete the county hospital. 
They wanted their blunders hidden. 

The $3,000,000 in bonds which will eventu- 
ally have to be voted properly to complete 
the county hospital represents the cost to 
the taxpayers of intrusting their affairs to 
an ignorant and venal board of commis- 
sioners.” 


DEBATE FIVE BOND ISSUES. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Leon Horn- 
stein and George C. Sikes debated the ex- 
pediency of the five bond issues to come be- 
fore the people in April at a joint meeting 
last night of the Seventh Ward Civic Forum 
and the Seventh Ward Auxiliary of the Equal 
Suffrage association. The meeting was held 
in the Woodlawn Masonic temple. 

I believe we ought to be against the bond 
issues until there is a thorough overhauling 
of governmental affairs,“ said Mr. Sikes. 
We are wasting money on a tremendous 
scale. It has been figured that if the park 
boards were consolidated with the city the 
saving would be $500,000 annually. If the 
county and sanitary district and other taxing 
and spending bodies were consolidated the 
saving would be many times that. 


Everybody seems to be trying to raise the 


taxes and no one to lower them, with the one 
exception of the Circuit court judges. There 
seems to be much inefficiency, bad manage- 
ment, and waste in the administrations. 
The trouble is the administration wastes 
the revenues it has and puts up to the people 
the things that are popular and necessary. 
The county, instead of putting up a bond issue 
of $4,000,000, should have figured on the 
smallest amount necessary.”

WHICH? 

Justice or conquest? 

Conquest can be justified. The courses 
of action open to the American people are 
alternative, but not wholly oppositive. Jus- 
tice to the whole Mexican people demands 
patience, not tolerance, but patience and 
still more patience. 

Conquest offers profit and demands a 
price in money which would be reimbursed 
and a price in lives which would be paid 
beyond recovery. 

To do justice would be the part of a great 
people. Conquest is within the power uf a 
mighty one. Conquest is civilization's 
quickest method. It takes away from the 
less and gives to the better fitted. If we 
are to be pulled into war by the viciousresse 
of lawless Mexicans and pushed into war 
by the ambitiong of restless Americans, le! 
it be a war of conquest, a frank, honest war 
for possession of Mexican lands and for 
the extinguishing of Mexican nationality. 

Let it be a war based on the declaratior 
that an inferior breed holds valuable lu ds 
that a superior breed needs or will need in 
the future. Let there be no sentiweotaiiz- 
ing about it. We do bot enter Mexico to 
discipline, help, inetruct, guide, or punish. 
We go in to take and keep. 

We have no justitication for any other 
policy which demands an American army 
in Mexico. Crimes of violence which Sen- 
ator Fall was able to recite to the United 
States senate were such crinies as fill the 
records of the Chicago police department. 
There have been as many Italians murdered 
in Chicago as there have been Americans 
in Mexico in the period covered by Fall's 
report. 

Mexico is a lang in disorder. In parts 
of it life ie not safe. Spanish, Americans, 
Chinese, and British have been killed by 
bandits and for these crimes and for crimes 
against property punishmem and wndemnity 
will be asked. That is the position taken 
by Great Britain, by Spain, and by the 
United States. 

If there were evidence that the Mericans 
as a nation were hunting down fore/guer~ 
war would be unescapable, but .rimes of 
brigandage resulting from the disorders of 
civil war cannot justifiably subject an entire 
people to invasion. 

President Wilson's policy is one of dcing 
justice to the Mexican people. 

The only reasonable alternative to ſt 18 
a policy of occupation and retention. 

President Wilson's opponents are endeav- 
oring to bring about a war that would be 
criminal in its lack of cause and in its futili- 
ty of consequence. 


SMOKING ON TLE CARS. 

The attempt to do away with smoking 
on the front platform of street cars met 
at least a temporary defeat in the coun- 
cil Monday night. But the fight is not 
over. This measure is one of public health 
and justice to the hard working men who 
run the curs. 

The opposition ls based on the remarka- 
ble theory that a persona! liberty is involved. 

But why restrict the claim to the front 
platform? Many smokers ride on the back 
platform. Why not demand that they be pro- 
tected in their liberty tosmoke? The front 
platforms are of restricted area. Why should 
men be prevented from enjoying the per- 
sonal liberty of smoking on the back plat- 
form or anywhere else in the cars? The 
personal liberty of smoking regardless of 
other people’s health or comfort is no more 
sacred on one end of a public conveyance 
than another. 

If to smoke on the front platform of a 
car during the trip up or down town is a per- 
sonal right, is there not a personal right of 
the motorman to fresh air and conditions 
not injurious to his health? 

As a matter of fact, we believe the great 
majority of smokers are more ready to rec- 
ognize the latter right than to insist upon 
their present privilege of amoking on the 
cars.

NOTES FROM OVER SEAS 


CHINA REVISING LAWS.—The commit- 
tee appointed to revise, reform, and codify 
the laws of China will shortly commence its 
sittings in Peking. There are to be about 
seventy members, three from each province 
of China proper with additional delegates 
from Tibet, Mongolia, and Turkestan. 


PRINCE STUDIES MOVIES. — Prince 
Henry of Prussia is receiving lessons in cine- 
matography in crder to be able to take mov- 
ing pictures during his trip to South America. 
which begins on March 10. An instructor 
from a Berlin firm has been busy at his roya! 
highness’ residence near Kiel for a fortnight. 


KING FERDINAND TO TRAVEL.—King 
Ferdinand of Buigarta, together with Princes 
Boris and Cyril, probably will visit the San 
Francisco exhibition next year. It is possi- 
ble that Quien Eleanore may spend some 
weeks this spring in the United States, her 
majesty’s visit being connected with vari- 
ous charitable objects. 

FRENCH CATHOLICS ACTIVE.-The 
Roman Catholic bisnops of France have just 
met in Paris to lay the foundations of a 
great Catholic party, and to constitute a 
committee which shall draw up a program to 
offer to candidates, to watch over abstention 
from the poll, and, above all, to centralize 
resources. The movement would appear to 
have a definite politic complexion, says the 
London Times. 

CUTS HIS OWN SALARY.-—-President 
Yuan Shih-kai has just given the officials of 
the Chinese republic a practical lesson in 
economy. He has reduced the salary voted 
him by the cabinet and administrative coun- 
cil by 20 per cent, and clipped his appropria- 
tion for entertainment by the substantial 
sum of $40,000. Yuan Shih-kai lives modest- 
ly and devotes most of his personal and 
official income to charity. China's president 
is, comparatively speaking, a poor man. 

GAMBLING IN FRANCE.—Statisties re- 
cently published have shown that the at- 
tempts of the law to discourage gambling in 
France by limiting the number of casinos 
and enforcing restrictions on players have 
tended only to increase the total of the money 
that annually changes hands on games of 
chance. Statistics dealing with betting on 
the races show a slight falling off. The 
racegoing public Invested more than $79,- 
000,000 In bets at the booths of the official 
pari-mutuel in 1018. as against $81,000,000 
in 1912, which was the highest total ever

SOME MINOR AILMENTS. 
COLIC AND CRAMPS. 


PPENDICITIS starts with colic. 
Fever comes after. 

Gall stones cause a colic, but the 
pain is liable to be evo severe that 
it is referred to as stabbing.“ The 

ahock with gall stoves is usually severe. 

KKidnes stones cause a colic. The pain 
shouts into the genital organs. 

Then there is the ordinary abdominal 
colic known as cramp or colic. It is caused 
by spasm of the muscles of the intestinal 
wall, When much shock is present look 
for a cause. If fever follows the colic, look 
for a cause. 

Treatmeot—Put a hot water bottle over 
the seat of pain. Take essence of pepper- 
mint or sirup of ginger in warm water, or 
take soda mint tablets. Take a purge. 
Produce vomiting where indicated.

TRANSIENT DLARRHBAS. 

Give a laxative—sirup of rhubarb, castor 
oll, or A. S. & B. pills. A dose of salts or 
purgative water acta more quickly. Ta ease 
the crainping give sirup of ginger, a tea- 
spoonful in water after each passage; or 
puregoric in teaspoonful doses, repeated 
when needed at four hour Intervals, or 
Squibbs’ cholera mixture. Cholera mixtures 
and paregoric contain opium and, there 
fore, should be taken cautiously. Stop all 
tood except boiled milk. If the diarrhea 
persists see a physician.

It may be nevessary to put the 
finger in the throat or to tickle the throat 
with a feather. After this use a little cold 
water and a soda mint tablet. Many forms 
of severe infection [scarlet fever} begin 
with vomiting.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


AST January Alain de Rohan-Chabot, 

eleventh Duc de Rohan and president 

of the Union club in Paris, passed 

away at his historic chateau of Jos- 

selin in the Morbihan. He was the 
head of the French Rohans and of a younger 
branch of this, the nvosi iliustrious house of 
the European nobility. 

Now comes the news of the death of Prince 
Alain de Rohan, twelfth Duc de Montbazon, 
head of the entire family of Rohan, at his 
great castle of Sichrow in Bohemia. 

Knight of the Order of the Goiden Fleece 
and a member of the Austrian house of lords, 
he was the senior descendant and heir of 
the old time sovereign dukes of Brittany, as 
well as of the former sovereign princes of La 
Tour d' Auvergne. 

He is succeeded in his honors and estates 
by his eld est boy and namesake, Alain, who 
will only come of age next July, and who has 
a twin sister. He inherits from his father, 
with other honors, the dukedom of Bouillon, 
whith comes to him through the La Tour 
d’'Auvergnes, from Godfrey de Bouillon, the 
first. crusader king of Jerusalem. 

_ 

As there are a number of people who style 
themselves princes and princesses de la 
Tour dt Auvergne [there are even some of 
them in this country], it may be just as well 
to explain that the historic family of La Tour 
d'Auvergne has become extinct in the male 
line and is now represented solely by the 
Austrian Rohans, not, however, by the 
French Rohans. 

The real house of La Tour d' Auvergne, the 
chiefs of which were sovereign counts and 
princes @ Auvergne in the early part of the 
tenth cenwry. became divided in 1489 on the 
death of Agne III. de La Tour d'Auvergne, 
when two branches were founded by his twe 
sons, the elder being represented until the 
end of the eighteenth century by the various 
Ducs de Bouillon 

The last of this senior line were Gochbrey 
de La Tour d Auvergne, Duc de Boullion, and 
his only son, the imbecile Duc Leopold de 
Boulllon, who, married to Princess Hedwig 
of Hesse, Was driven from his throne and 
from his dominions in 1793, dying nine years 
la ber Without issue.

The congress of Vienna, at the inetance of 
Prince Clement von Metternich, the Aus- 
trian chancellor, and of the French plenipo- 
tentiary, the Prince de Talieyrand, declined 
to revive the petty sovereignty of the former 
duca de Bouillon and of the princes de La 
Tour d' Auvergne, but vested the inheri- 
tance of the dignities and also of the es.ates 
in Loulse de La Tour d Auvergne. only sis- 
ter of Duke Godfrey, and married to that 
Prince Jules de Rohan, head of all the 


France at the time of thé great revolution 
and had settled in Bohemia. 

Thie decision of the congress of Vienna 
was ratified by the Emperor of Austria and 
by Louis XVILL of France, and itis by virtue 
of this that young Prince Alain de Rohan 
becomes now not only Duc de Montbason, 

_ Prince de Rochefort, de Montauban, and de 
Guéménée but also owner of the La Tour 
d' Auvergne French dukedom of Bouillon. In 
fact, the Rohane of Austria are the oniy 
representatives of the senior branch of the

The younger line of the La Tour d' Au- 
vergne family was known as the Apchier 
branch, and on the death in 1802 of the 
childless Duc Leopold de Bouillon, the Comte

tion du the Napoleonic wars, and, dying, 
left an only son.

FAMOUS PAINTING 


Suffragist Slashes Velasquez 
Picture of Venus Hung in 
National Gallery. 


DAMAGE SET AT $75,000. 


Outrage Leads Authorities to 
Close Two Art Collections 
in London. 


LONDON, March 10.—A militant suffragiat, 
May Richardson, today did damage estima:- 
ed at $75,000 to the famous Velasquez pic- 
ture knowh as the “ Rokeby Venus,” which 
is hung in the national gallery, Trafaignr 
square. | 

The picture was purchased for 6228. 000 in 
1906 and presented to the nation. Art ex- 
perts have estimated its present market 
value at $500,000. 

Miss Richardson entered the gallery and 
slashed the painting a number of times with 
a small hatchet which she had carried in 
her muff, 

Six of the slashes made by Miss Richard- 
gon are sharp, clean cuts on the most im- 
portant portion of the canvas—the nude 
shoulders and back of Venus. The seventh 
injury is a ragged bruise a couple of inchos 


m diameter and will be more difficult to re- 


pair. 


Damage to Painting $75,000. 

The trustees of the National gallery, among 
whom are Earl Curzon of Kedleston, met dur- 
ing the afternoon to consider the affair. It: 
was stated by experts the actual materia! 
damage to the picture could be repaired for 


$500, but this amount does not represent a 


Harrison Turner, secretary and keeper of the 
National gallery, said the selling price of the 
picture had been depreciated by as much as 
$75,000. 

Miss Richardson made no attempt to escape 
after the outrage and was arrested. When 
taken before a police magistrate she said: 

“I tried to destroy the picture of the most 
beautiful woman in mythological history 
as a protest against the government for de- 
stroying Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, who is 
the most beautiful character in modern his- 
tory.” 

She was committed for trial, the magistrate 
refusing to grant bail. 


Two Collections Ordered Closed. 
As a result of the outrage both the national 
gallery and the Wallace art collection were 
ordered closed to the public until further 
notice by the authorities. Many of the public 
art collections, such as those at Hampton 
court palace, and especially galleries where 
valuable parcelain is on exhibition, were 
closed a year ago on account of militant 

outrages and have not been opened since. 
Miss Richardson has been sentenced to sev. 
eral terms of imprisonment. She was arrest- 
ed last year for dropping a scroll of paper 
on the knees of King George as he was driy- 
ing through Bristol. After she had served 
three months imprisonment she was arreet- 
ed again for burning a house at Hampton. 


Mrs. Pankhurst in Jail Again. 

Mrs, Emmeline Pankhurst once moreiga 
hunger striking prisoner in Holloway jail, 
but she is confident she will secure her re- 
lease in a few days under the “cat and 
mouse law. 

By stopping the Scotch express, on which 
Mrs, Pankhurst was brought from Glasgow 
after her arrest in that city last night, and 
compelling the militant leader to alight at a 
emall way station outside of London, the 
police today succeeded in eluding swarms 
of militant suffragists who were awaiting 
her arrival in the city railroad stations.

Details of the deportation of Charles H. 
Moyer, president of the Western Federation 
of Miners, from Hancock, Mich., on the night 
of Dec. 26 were related to the congresswnal 
committee last night by Mr. Moyer. Moyer 
baid se was beaten and shot as he was being 
taken from the Hotel Scott across the bridge 
over Portage lake to Houghton, where he was 
placed on a train and sent to Chicago. 

Moyer’s testimony concluded the investiga- 
tion of the house subcommittee. The mem- 
bers of the committee left at once for Wash- 
ington and will formulate a report to the 
house of representatives with recommenda- 
tions in a few weeks. 

The president of the miners’ organisation 
appeared at the hearing after spending the 
afternoon at the bedside of C. B. Mahoney, 
vice president of the federation, who under- 
went an operation at the Englewood hos- 
pital for appendicitis. 

Were you in Hancock, Mich., on the night 
of Dec. 26 at about 8 o'clock?” Attorney O. 
N. Hilton of counsel for the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners asked. 

“I was at the Hotel Scott.“ Mr. Moyer re- 
plied slowly. 


Tells of Citizens’ Call. 

Tell what happened on that night.“

Sacramento, Cal., March 10.—The “ army 
of Industrial Workers of the World en route 
to Washington, D. C., isolated across the 
Sacramento river in Yolo county, voted today 
to march peacefully through the city on its 
way eastward if the police would permit it, 
but the Sacramento authorities rejected the 
proposal.

FREIGHT BILL READY. 


Will Be Finished Today and Both 
Presented to Council at 
Next Meeting. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

With the possible exception of one or two 
points, the fight over the west side terminal 
plan is over. Both the passenger and freight 
ordinanees ate expected to be reported to the 
council next Monday night. 

The ordinance for the union station was 
recommended out of the committee on ter- 
minals last night. The representatives of the 
roads did not say they will refuse it. This 
was interpreted by the aldermen to mean 
that the roads will accept It, 

Consideration of the freight ordinance will 
begin this morning. There are no serious 
differences between thé committee and the 
roads on this proposition, so it is anticipated 


that it will get out of committee before eve-

asserted that the entire terminal plan, both 
the passenger and three freight stations, 
Will cost 865,000,000, so it is considered almost 
certain the roads will not abandon their plans 
because of $350,000 additional expense. 

They have offered to pay the cost of the 
roadway on the west side of the river, shich 
is estimated at $500,000. It is estimated that 
the bridge will cost $400,000 and the roadway 
on the north side $350,000. By the commit- 
tee decision the city will bear the cost of the 
bridge and the railroads the rest.. 


Roads Say Much Is Oonceded. 

Against this décision Attorney Redfield 
protested as follows: 

It has been asked what we are giving the 
city ot Chicago. We have agreed to build 
twelve new viaducts costing $3,050,000. We 
have agreed to réconstruct a part of the city 
sewer at a cost of $3,100,000. We have agreed 
to build viaducts at Fourteenth, Sixteenth, 
and Congress streets at a cost of $2,475,000. 
That is a total of $8,625,000. The Union Sta- 
tion company needs none of these improve- 
ments. 

In return the city is vacating certain 
streets. That is all. The city is giving up 
no street that is a traveled thoroughfare. 
For all of those streets the companies will 
pay full compensation. 

“The union passenger terminal and the 
three freight terminals will cost $65,000,000. 
At 4% per cent that means interest of $2,925,- 
000 annually. On the union passenger sta- 
tion $40,000,000 will. be spent, as against 
$2,000,000 for the present union station. The 
Pennsylvania road has agreed to abandon 
the property it bought for a freight terminal, 
paying $4,000,000. It has bought a new 
freight site for $12,000,000.”

Witnesses Say Level of Lake 


Superior Will Not Be Af- 
fected by Work. 


NEXT HEARING APRIL 7. 


International Board Takes Re- 
cess; Will Get Evidence 
at Washington. 


Detroit, Mich., March 10.—[Special.)— 
After a two days’ hearing before the inter- 
national joint commission, composed of 
representatives of Canada and the United 
States, which is to decide whether the Mich- 
igan Northern Power company shall be al- 
lowed to divert the waters of the St. Mary's 
river at the Soo, a.recess was taken until 
April 7. 

At that time the commission will meet at 
Washington, D. C. The adjournment wes 
taken to give those who are interested in the 
project time to present evidence. 

Most of today’s session was occupied by 
witnesses who told of the probable result of 
the effect of damming the St. Mary's river. 

The question in controversy is whether or 
not the damming of the river will resuk in 
raising the level of Lake Superior to such an 
extent that damage will be done to docks in 
various shipping pointe. 


Cities Make a Fight. 

A fight has been made by municipalities 
along the lake shore which are affected by 
the proposed lake level. 

Testimony introduced before the commis- 
gion tended to show that while the dam 


originally proposed by the power company. 


which would be a dyke across the stream, 
might affect the maximum level of the lake, 
the modification made at the behest of the 
United States war department would allow 
the operators to control the level. A chain of 
sluice gates is suggested, so that the flow of 
water can be reguiated. In this way the 
lake level can be controlled. 
Testimony of those who favor the damming 
et the river indicated that interests along the 
Shores of Lake Superior should not fear loss 
as the result of the move. 
If the commission permits the building of 
the dam, a lease will have to be obtained

SUIT UNDER SHERMAN LAW 
AGAINST TOBACCO COMPANY. 


Attorney General McReynolds Decides 
to Bring Action Because of Disclos- 
ures Involving Metropolitan. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—Attorney 
General McReynolds tonight decided to in- 
stitute a suit against the Metropolitan To- 
bacco company of New York, under the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 

The decision was based upon evidence of 
alleged restraints of trade by the Metropoli- 
tan company laid before Mr. McReynolds to- 
day by H. Snowden Marshall, United States 
district attorney at New York, and his as- 
sistant, C. A. Thompson, who has had charge 
of the investigation of the case. 

The principal compiaint against the Met- 
ropolitan company is alleged discrimina- 
tions against independent tobacco dealers. 
The Metropolitan acts as the distributing 
agents for producing companies that made 
up the old tobacco “trust,” and while it 
would be the principal defendant in a suit 
brought by the government, the producing 
companies would necessarily be parties to the

he question of criminal prosecutions of 
the officials of the companies was not set- 
tled today.

ICK was devoted to Aida, but Aida was 
devoted to art, so devoted, in fact, that 
when Dick proposed she refused him on 
the grounds of his not being an artist.

It cannot be cut down too soon or the bread 


astonished to learn how much of chemistry 
a well trained baker must know and apply in 
his labors; how much he knows about the dif- 
ferent acids developed in bread making, the 
time required by different flours to ferment, 
etc. The process of fermentation is so funda- 
mental that with the best of flours and other 
ingredients everything is wrong if the fer- 
mentation is imperfect. 
— 


Hard and soft waters in breads, as well as 
hard and soft flours, behave differently. Flours 
have diseases due to certain conditions, and 
people sometimes write and ask why the bread 
of a neighborhood has certain bad qualities. It 
is maintained that just as disease germs are 
more or less present in the human body, wait- 
ing for the proper condition for infection and 
their development, so there are similar germs in 
flour, different ones for different seasons of the 
year, as with men. 

Yet people are constantly asking for bread 
recipes, not realizing that no formula in the 
world is truly useful when the one who uses it 
has no knowledge of the materials he is using 
or their behavior under necessary conditions.

In general the recipes now put out by manu- 
facturers with almost every brand of flour may 
be safely followed. But something may have 
developed in the flour since it left the mill. 
Something almost surely has. It does not take 
much intelligence to learn what has happened. 
Do you know how your grocer keeps his flour? 
A great deal of flour is kept in ratty, dirty 
places, which is especially deplorable in these 
— when it is mostly sold in thin cloth 

gs. 

If every buyer would insist on seeing flour 
storerooms there would be immediate improve- 
ment. An authority says, “ Flour stored in bags 
should be changed at least once a month, and 
not piled over eight bags high, and. the rows 
kept apart for the circulation of fresh air.” 
Flours age and then behave quite differently 
from new ones, and if they age in an unkempt 
way there is no gauging their behavior and how 
deleterious to health bread made from them 
may be.

I cleared $45 last summer by planting a plot 
of ground 22x30 feet with onion seed and later 
with celery plants. I made my little truck 
garden out of the end of our lot, which had 
formerly been used as a chicken yard. I dug and 
manured the plot in the fall and dug it again 
in the spring as early as the weather con- 
ditions would permit, and planted the seeds in 
drills. I could easily cultivate the plants along 
with my household duties, and I greatly en- 
joved the out of door work. The middle of 
July I took up a crop of 200 quarts of small 
planting onions. I put them away for winter 
and found a ready sale in the spring at the 
markets and suburban stores at the rate of 
15 cents a quart, realizing $30 on my crop. Im- 
mediately after the onions had been removed I 
dug twelve celery trenches and set out forty- 
four plants to a row. The celery required more 
work than the onions, but my efforts were re- 
warded by having 525 fine celery stalks, which 
I sold for an average of 4 cents apiece, realizing 
$21. This, in addition to my seed onions, — 
me a return of $51 for my plot. After pay- 
ing for the manure, seed, and celery plants I 
had $45 profit from what had formerly been an 
unsightly back yard.

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SEN ATE APPROVES 
ALASKA RATLROAD 


Bill Authorizing Government 
to Build 1,000 Miles of 
Line Is Passed. 


PRESIDENT TO SIGN IT. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.— The Alaska 
railway bill, providing for the construction 
of a thousand miles of government railroad 
and the.expenditure of $85,000,000, was ready 
for the president's signature late today, when 
the senate adopted the conference report al- 
ready adopted by the house. 

President Wilson has indicated his daten- 
tien of signing the bill immediately, and ten- 
tative plans for constructing the firat govern- 
ment railroad already have been considered 
at the interior department. Secretary Lane, 
long an advocate of the project, is prepared to 
go ahead with it as soon as the president gives 
the word. 


Long Debate Precedes Vote. 

Final action on the bill in congress came 
after a long debate in the senate, the report 
of the conference committee appointed to 
gettle differences between the two houses 
being adopted by a vote of 42 to 27. 

The measure authorizes the construction of 
not more than 1,000 miles of railroad to con- 
nect Alaska’s coal fielde with the coast, the 
route to be selected by the president, to whom 
are also left many other important details. 
He is to decide whether or not railroad lines 
already constructed in the territory shall be 
purchased as a part of the government sys- 
tem, and whether the roed is to be operated 
by the government itself or leased after it is 
built. 


Cummins Makes Suggestion.

Washington, D. C., March 10.—[Special.]— 
In spite of the opposition by great interests, 
President Wilson will obtain the legisiation 
he asks, repealing the tolls exemption en- 
joyed by American coastwise ships in the 
Panama canal. 

A poll of the Republican members of the 
senate, made by a Republican senator, shows 
that twenty-two Republicans will vote for 
the repeal, nineteen will oppose it, and twe 
will fail to vote. 


A majority of the Democrats in the senate 
will vote for the repeal legislation. It is ap- 
parent, therefere, that favorable action will 
be taken, and the chances are that almost a 
2 to 1 vote will register the will of the chief 
executive, 


Changes Views of Committee. 

Pressure exerted by the president hase 
caused several members of the senate com- 
mittee en interoceanic canals to change 
their views. The committee is evenly divided. 
Tt is expected that before the president's 
work is finished a majority of the committee 
will advocate the withdrawal of the dead- 
head privilege now granted to the coastwise 
ships.

BOTH SIDES FIGHT 


HOME RULE PLAN 


Irish Nationalists Say As- 
quith Proposal Will Keep 
Strife Alive. 


ULSTER OPPOSED TO II. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, March 11, 3 a. m—The official 
paper promised by Premier Asquith dealing 
with the Irish proposals which he made in 
the house of commons on Monday was issued 
last night. 

The rank and file of the Irish Nationalists 
and advanced radicals regard Mr. Asquith’s 
terms as overgenerous to the point of danger. 
Their view is voiced by the Daily News and 
Leader, which says: 

“The government’s proposal is a grave 
menace to the integrity of the bill and a 
periloug invitation to the enemies of united 
Ireland to spend the ensuing six years ina 
crusade to convert the temporary exclusion 
of Ulster into a permanent fact. If carried 
into effect it will not tend towards ultimate 
union, but final divorce. It has been ad- 
vanced not because of any proved or provable 
injustice in the original bill, but because of 
the rebellion organized in Ulster and the un- 
constitutional influences which have been 
brought to bear against the government in 
England. 


Ends Talk of Revolt. 


“It is a new and dangerous experiment to 
make terms with violence and treason. But 
if Premier Asquith’s proposals have left his 
supporters cold and discomfited they have at 
least deprived the opposition of the last 
shadow in their case and all the talk of re- 
bellion and civil war will vanish into thin air. 
That is the one indisputable gain of the gov- 
ernment's offer. 

The strain which the government put on 
the loyalty of ite followers cannot be fur- 
ther extended. Neither the Liberals nor the 
Irish Nationalists will consent to any more 
surrenders.”’ 


Demand Amendment Be Made. 

At the opposite extreme is the contention of 
the Tory and Ulster press that unless the 
government’s terms are amended the pro- 
posals are doomed to fail. It is declared to be 
a hopejéssly illogical, unworkable, and ab- 
surd exception of Ulster from the provisions 
of the home rule bill, particularly as it will 
take six years, which, it is contended, will put 
the Ulster counties in quarantine for that 
time, while all the forces of the new govern- 
ment be exerted to harase and annoy them 
with the view of driving them in desperation 
into the fold of the Dublin parliament. 

This view is set forth in such papers as 
the Belfast News Letter, the Northern Whig, 
and the Londonderry Sentinel. 

“To the scheme as it stands consideration 
will not be given,” the LondonStandard says. 
“A condition sine qua non is that the time 
limit shall be eliminated. If the ministers 
will agree to the exclusion of Ulster for an 
indefinite term or until parliament otherwise 
determines, the signers of the Ulster cove- 
nant will examine the plan on its merits and 
decide whether it will be worth taking, de- 
apite its many palpable disadvantages. Un- 
happily there is no sign that the government 
will modify the scheme, which cannot be ac- 
cepted as @ substitute for a general election 
ora m.“ 


Business Men Hopeful, 

Somewhat leas emphatic views are held 
elsewhere. It is contended that the im-

LONDON, March 10.—The house of com- 
mons tonight by a vote of 304 to 240 refused 
to pass what virtually was a vote of censure 
of David Lioyd-George, chancellor of the 
exchequer. 

The resolution was proposed by Sir John 
. Randles, Unionist member for Manches- 
ter, northwest, who moved that “ the house 
contemplates with regret the repeated inac- 
curacy of the chancellor of the exchequer 
and his gross and unfounded attacks upon 
individuals.”’ 

As brought out in the debate, the individ- 
uals chiefly concerned in the resolution gre 
titled Conservative land owners with whom 
Mr. Lloyd-George got into controversy in hig 
land campaign speeches. 


Debate Draws Big Crowd. 

The debate on the motion drew a big at- 
tendance. The galleries, especially the peers’ 
gallery, were filled. 

Home Secretary McKenna and John Burns, 
president of the local government board, who 
was recently appointed president of the 
board of trade, were the only members of 
the cabinet who were present to lend their 
support to Mr. Lloyd-George, although Win- 
ston Churchill, the first lord of the admiralty, 
dropped in before the debate ended. 


Supported by Rank and File. 
The rank and file of the government coali- 
tion showed by their attitude that they in 
no wise objected to the use which Mr. Lloyd- 
George makes of his tongue on the plat- 
forms and do not see any disgrace in it. 
The reply of the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer to his criticg was a mixture of in- 
jured innocence, angry resentment, and caus- 
tic ridicule of his opponents. There was 
much exchange of wordy scrapping and 
taunts and jeers from the rival sides. 


UPHOLDS KODAK FILM PATENT; 
LOSS MAY BE $25,000,000. 


United States Court of Appeals at 
New York Holds Hastman Company 
Has Infringed on Ansco Rights. 


New York, March 10.—[(Special.}—The 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
today handed down affirmation of the de- 
cision of Circuit Court Judge Hazel of Buffalo 
sustaining the application and force of the so- 
called Goodwin patent to all common 
types of films manufactured by the Eastman 
Kodak company. 

Unless it is possible for the Eastman Kodak 
company to carry the case up to the United 
States Supreme court, the decision of the 
Court of Appeals means that the Eastman 
Kodak company will have to account to the 
Ansco company for all cartridge films, film 
packs, and cinematograph films made by it 
in the last fifteen years. 

The amount of money involved is immense, 
and while no one knows how much it is, the 
president of the Ansco company said when 
the lower court made the decision that the 
Eastman company would have to account to 
his company for from $5,000,000 to $25,000,000. 

The Ansco company controls the patent by 
virtue of controlling the Goodwin Film and 
Camera company, which owns the patent.

DEAN OF SPORT WRITERS. 


Often Competed in Games, Then Re- 
ported Story for His Paper. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 10.—W. W. 
Naughton, president of the San Francisco | 
Press club, dean of Pacific coast sporting 
writers, and known the breadth of the coun- 
try, died at his home from heart disease 
after an illness of a fortnight. 

Mr. Naughton was seized with acute in- 
digestion, attended by pressure of gas on 
the heart, after a late supper two weeks 
ago, and his condition was immediately | 
recognized as critical. He rallied, however, 
and when his physicians permitted him to be 
removed from St. Mary’s hospital to his 
home it was believed he would recover. 

Naughton was born in Auckland, New Zea- 
land, July 81, 1854, and began his career as 
an American newspaper writer in 1884 in San 
Francisco. He learned the newspaper business 
from the printer’s case up, beginning on the New 
Zealand Herald in 1870. In his youth he was a 
noted boxer, Oarsman, runner, swimmer, and 
marksman, and it was not uncommon for him to 
win an athletic or shooting match in the morn- 
ing, write it up at noon, and put his own story 
into type during the afternoon. 

For many years Naughton specialized on boxing, 
and he was at the ringside at all notable contests,
